An order which Commi«»ioner Sparks 


iagned on April 3, 1885, suspended final 
action npon all entries of public lands 
(except private caih entries and anon 
sorip locations as are not dependent 
upon acts of settlement and cultivation), 
in the whole of Colorado (eieept land 
in th» 'late Uto Reservation), all of Da- 
kola, Idaho, Utah, Washington Terri- 
tory, New Mexico, Montana, Wyoming 
and Nevada, as.well as npon all timber 
entries under the -Aet of June f, 1878; 
also npo'ri all cages of desert land en- 
tries. Secretary Lamar says: 


Whatever necessity may hare eiisted 


at the time of its promulgation has ceased 
to be sufficient to longer continue the 
order suspending all action and involv- 
ing in common condemnation the mno- 
oent and the guilty, the honest and the 
dishonest. 
While I earnestly nrge the 


axerci.e of the strictest vigilance to pre- 
vent the consummatiom of fraudulent or 
wrongful land claims, yet when the »igi- 
lance ef all these agencies shows no sub- 
stantial evidence of fraud or wrong, hon- 
est claims should not be delayed or their 
consideration refused on general reports 
or rnmoM. The above order as issued 
by you is therefore revoked, and you will 
proeeed in the regular, orderly and law- 
ful consideration and disposal of claims 
suspended by it.

the past few weeks the friends of Sena- 
tor Edmunds hats evidently bsoom* 
much alarmed about the Senatorial situ- 
ation in this State. Up to about two 
months ago the opposition in Vermont 
to the Senator's re-election was for the 
most part.mythical and of small account. 
Tarions Elaine paptrs published in 
other States had, it is true, been crying 
Edmunds down and trying to oast doubts 
npon the probability of his rs-election 
next Fall, but ,the influence of these 
journals was not much felt in Vermont 
at first, and until lately amounted to but 
little with the Republican politicians 
among the Green Mountains. 


The home Republican opposition to 


Senator Edmunds' return was for a 
longtime couflned to the columns of 
two daily newipapers, the St. Albans 
Messenger and the Rutland Telegram. 
The former paper is the personal mouth- 
piece and organ of 
Governor John 


Gregory Smith and his secret machine, 
and is edited by Warren Gibbs, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 


Gibbs had done his be»t to get Ed- 


munds to take the stump for Blaine in 
1884, bnt without success; and when the 
result of the State campaign in Septem- 
ber showed a serions falling off in the 
Republican majority that was anything 
bnt flattering to Gibb's management of 
the canvass, he attributed the blame 
chiefly to Edmunds' disdainful inac- 
tivity, and at once became the Senator's 
mortal enemy. For this rea«on, doubt- 
less, it was that Mr. Gibbs was soon 
after made the 
editor of Governor 


Smith's orgau. 


Smith is a wealthy man and an astute 


politician, with Rood executive ability. 
He haa long had an eye on a seat in the 
Senate, and, with his large following of 
political retainers, wonll doubtless long 
ago would have supplanted a weaker 
man than Edmunds. But until his fall 
from grace in the Blaine campaign the 
grim and wily Edmunds was so strong 
with the Republican masses of the 
State, who revered him as about the 
Rreatest of all the great, that no Repub- 
lican, however strong, dared make ft 
contest for his seat. Now, the Smith 
politicians have fully made up their 
mind* that thiugs have changed, und 
will make a tiemendou« effort to over- 
throw the once formidable Senator and 
put their favorite bo*s in his place. 


It is highly desirable tot the beat in- 


terests of the people of this State that 
all its natnral resonrces be thoroughly 
developed. The product of its mines of 
gold and silver is not greatly increasing. 
Tbs indications for future bonanzas are 
not aa flattering as could be desired. 
Henoe it is a matter of special impor- 
tance to develop and protect all the new 
and rising industries of the State. Onr 
attention has been lately called to the 
danger incurred by the borax industry 
o! this State by some proposed changes 
in the impost duty on borax, borate of 
lime and all borates in the Morrison bill, 
now pending before Congress.

Ways and Means, requesting that the 
same duty be placed on the crude forms 
of borax above referred to as is placed 
on the refined forms of the name. There 
are many reasons, as the petitioners 
state, why this protection should be 
granted.
